(By Associated Press) 
NOGALES, April 17.—The Mex­ 
ican rebel fortifications at Nogales 
and Aguaprieta, Sonora, were be­ 
ing strengthened today as the fed­ 
eral armies crept nearer the last 
stronghold of the revolutionary 
movement. 


Aguaprieta, which has been oc­ 
cupied by about 1800 rebels from 
Chihuahua, apparently was being 
made ready to repulse an attack. 
Unemployed men at Nogales, So­ 
nora, were placed under rebel 
guards and put to work digging 
trenches. 
Trenches more than a 
mile long are being constructed.

Some counties bought a lot of 
cows, some bought pure bred sires 
and improved their herds and this 
was followed by small creameries, 
cream stations, etc. 
The bankers 
and business men seeing their own 
plight got behind the daify pro­ 
gram in a united way and stayed 
behind it until some progress was 
made. The results were so encour­ 
aging to all concerned that they 
have continued to develop dairy­ 
ing. 
Mississippi started with what she 
had, bought such cows as could be 
lou:id and started dairying. 
Most 
of the dairy development there has 
been made by farmers who never 
before had handled cows. 
Fi­ 
nancing was done by bankers who 
had never loaned money on dairy 
cows. 
Pasturage and equipment 
for dairy cows was furnished by 
landlords who never before had 
permitted anyone to raise anything 
but cotton. 
Merchants who never 
before had sold goods except on iati0n. 
time, basing their expectation of 
collection on a cotton crop, took 


worked for months, took a com 
piete cow census, then sold the 
proposition 
locally 
by 
getting 
twenty-five business men to put 
up $100 each as collateral for the 
purpose of organizing a Cow Fi­ 
nance Corporation. 
The corpora­ 
tion may extend $75 credit. 
The 
farmer puts up $25 on each $100 
cow he buys and pays the balance 
in tweive equal monthly payments 
from his milk checks. 
With the large amount of work 
done at Marshall by the Chamber 
of

Agent in building up faith in the 
undertaking and the continued ef­ 
fort of these Agencies combined 
with that of a full time field man 
employed by the new milk plant 
it is believed that this undertak­ 
ing will succeed in a big way.

ter the business men got behind it. 
Will we have over production? 
Our answer is, not very soon, per­ 
haps not in our life time. 
First 
we are going to get everybody to 
milk cows.

Third our cow 
population is not increasing very 
lapidly because farmers soon learn 
that poor cows do not pay well and 
send them to the butcher.

Mississippi has only one advan­ 
tage over Texas; that is on pas­ 
tures. 
At present the native pas 
tures are better than ours. 
Ber­ 
muda, Carpet Grass and Lespedeza 
(Japan Clover) grow naturally ii 
the valleys and branch bottoms, 
however, the area is not usually 
sufficient 
and often 
times the 
stand is irregular, and now Missis­ 
sippi 
has started 
a pasture 
im­ 
provement campaign. 
We could 
do the same in Texas and provide 
adequate pastures for our dairy 
cows and thus increase greatly the 
profits from them. 
Texas Cows Compare Well 
The cows in Mississippi are not 
as good as ours. 
The cows in Ten­ 
nessee are better than ours. 
The 
prices paid over there are about 
the same as paid here in Texas. 
The farms are older and poorer. 
There is a larger portion of ten­ 
ants and a far larger proportion 
of negroes, yet with all these han­ 
dicaps Mississippi has developed a 
dairy business of $18,000,000. 
It 
is not natural advantages in Mi;>- 
Sippi which has brought all this 
development. 
We have just as 
many 
favorable 
conditions 
for 
dairy development here in Texas. 
It was the determination of tho 
business men of the towns to see 
that dairying was established that 
put it over in Mississippi. The Hue­ 
less of the project has spurred 
them to greater activity. 
So they 
continue to follow up with pasture 
improvement, herd Improvement, 
scrub sir© eradication, home grown 
feeds, etc., which have resulted in 
more and larger milk plants. 
The business men of these towns 
have been rewarded with a half 
million to a million dollars and 
even two million annually coming 
into th© hands of their patrons and 
customers for dairy products. And 
this income is cash; twelve times 
a year. 
It is, therefore, no won­ 
der they talk enthusiastically about 
dairying and continue to promote 
it’s growth. 
Tennessee had better soil, bet­ 
ter pastures, fewer negroes and 
less cotton. 
Tennessee started 
dairying earlier than Mississippi 
and with some advantages over 
Mississippi has developed a larger 
dairy 
industry. 
However, 
her 
greatest development did not come 
until the invasion of the boll wee­ 
vil. 
After that the story of p e ­ 
gless is the same as that in Mis­ 
sissippi. 
Our story in Texas is dif­ 
ferent, but with the same view- 
point, the same determination and 
the same united support, we can 
soon make the same progress in 
dairy development.

County Agent C. L. Beason is 
displaying a sample of the “year 
around” poultry calendar and rec­ 
ord which has been designed and 
worked out by E. N. Holmgreen, 
poultry specialist with the Exten­ 
sion Service and which is being 
distributed through the offices of 
home demonstration 
and 
farm 
agents throughout Texas. 
The calendar 
is 
printed on 
twelve substantial cards and is il­ 
lustrated with photographs of ap­ 
proved poultry houses and poultry 
equipment. 
Each monthly card 
also carries seasonable suggestions 
on poultry raising and 
breeding. 
Daily records on egg production 
mortality and sales by days is pro­ 
vided for and also a monthly sum­ 
mary of the above factors. On the 
reverse side of the pad is a chart 
for recording of receipts and ex­ 
pense by items. 
Mr. Beason considers this calen­ 
dar to be a simplified, logical and 
practical system of keeping daily 
records on poultry production. He 
says that any boy or girl can keep 
this record and with but a few mo­ 
ments each day jot down the num­ 
bers and figures that talk in the 
conduct of any business. 
It will 
show at the end of 
every day, 
week or month, just the progress 
of a poultry project. 
Off months 
and years may be 
checked for 
causes and results, and by the data 
which this calendar will yield at J 
the end of each year, mistakes may 
be translated into 
experience to 
guide future programs more prof­ 
itably.
